PARAGUAY QUITS THE LEAGUE 

The action of the Paraguayan 
government in resigning from 
League of Nations is not surprising, 
Since it has been evident that this 
warlike country, fired by the suc- 
cesses the latest conflict with 
Bolivia, is in no mood to brook in- 
tervention that might endanger the 
advantages gained at heavy cost 
life and money. 

The League's most effective 
weapon against Paraguay lies in the 
continuance of the arms embargo 
against that country, while the em- 
bargo is lifted in the case of Bo- 
livia. Seemingly Paraguay is 
disturbed over the situation, claim- 
ing to have captured enough arms 
and ammuntion from the Bolivians 
to continue fighting indefinitely. 

Although their far 
smaller in population, area and re- 
sources than Bolivia, the  Para- 
guayans have been uniformly suc- 
cessful in the bloody fighting in the 
Chaco region, termed the ‘green 
hell’ of South America. The. 
occupy practically the entire 
gion and are on the Bolivian bor- 
der, only a few miles across which 
lie rich and extensive oi! fields. 

The capture of these fields by 
the Paraguayan forces would be as 
serious a blow to Bolivia as was 
the loss of its outlet to the Pacific 
some years ago as the result of 
the unsuccessful war conducted 
with Chile and Peru. The outlet 
to the Atlantic, through the 
streams rising in the Chaco, has 
already been blocked by Paraguay 
and the oil fields are the richest 
of the nation’s natural resources.

AS PASSED BY HOUSE 


Here is what the “alcoholic bev- 
erage control act” provides as pass- 
ed by the Georgia house Monday: 

State-wide referendum by popu- 
lar vote on May 15, 1935, for rati- 
fication or rejection of the act. 

Separate county elections 15 
days after date of general election, 
upon a petition of one-tenth of the 
registered voters in the county to 
see if county wants legal liquor. 

If county votes wet, governing 
bodies of municipalities, or county, 
may elect to operate municipal 
liquor stores. 

Act administered by state reve- 
nue commission, which issues per- 
mits at $100 per annum. 

Stat: levies 10 r cent gross 
sales tax, proceeds for the common 
schools. 

Municipalities may levy license 
fees up to $1,000 on mannufactur- 
ers, $500 on wholesalers and $250 
on retailers.

The flowery pagoda of Canton is 
famed because it contains a statue of 
the Buddha which is “one of the art 
treasures of the world,” 

The city of Soochow is the home 
| of eight pagodas, ranging in age from 
300 to 1,300 years. The oldest in the 
group is tilted, and has been com- 

pared to the Leaning Tower of Pisa. 
Another is the highest now atanding 
'in China, rising more than 250 feet 
‘above the ground. It has nine stories, 
_and its outer walls are 10 feet thick, 
It is known as the Great Pagoda, 

Nanking contained, in former 
' times, the famous Porcelain Pagoda. 
‘It was set up by order of Prince 
| Yung La, in honor of his wife, 500 
years ago. It was cased in white por- 
celain. which accounts for the name, 
The plan was to have 13 stories, but 
only nine were built. Even so, the 
| height was about 260 feet. The Porce- 
‘lain Pagoda was destroyed in 1856 
by Christian Chinese who had cap- 
' tured ‘he city, and who wanted “to 

keep the people from worship of 
idols.” Longfellow wrote a poem about 
the Porcelain Pagoda.

Still others are of | 
circular shape. Very tall ones are 
likely to have nine or 13 stories, | 

Near Shanghai is a pagoda called | 
“the Dragon's Glory.” It rises to a 
height of 120 feet, and the name re- 
minds us that the dragon stands for 
much that is quaint in the lore of 
China. The make-believe animal has 
been said to have the power of mak- 
ing itself as big as an elephant, or 
as small as a mosquito.

Founded by the Callaway Mills 
for the benefit of their 6,000 employes, 
the school has no

workers from the business office down 
to the sweeper in the spindle room.

Widener brought the horse to America as a 4-year-old and 
made a jumper of him.

Alger purchased him and put him 
back to running more. 

Azucar belongs to the No. 4 family, according to 
my file of “The Blood Horse,’’ published at Lexing- 
ton. The No. 4 family has, for six consecutive years, 
furnished the most winners.

(#)—Dr. Glenn Frank, president of 
the University of Wisconsin, today 
told leaders in public school education 
that a “double crisis—on the one hand 
(a crisis in external support and on 
'the other a crisis in internal policy— 
has caught the schools in its vise- 
, like grip.” 
| His vivid plea for public support 
of schools was tempered by his warn- 
| ing to $8,000 school superintendents 
-and principals of the department of 
' superintendence of the National Edu- 


‘cation Association that they must face | 


a situation which “cannot be 
i'by the mere reshuffling of cards o 
curriculum.” 

“Although it pains me as a school 
\man to admit it,” he said, “I can- 
not but believe that western educa- 
tion must share the blame for 
breakdown of political, social, and eco- 
nomic organization.” 

The schools, he declared, have pro- 
duced a “generation of specialists.” 

Hitting indirectly at the “New 
Deal,” he said “desperation, rather 
than a sense of confident grasp has 
driven us to the ambitious ventures 
in national planning upon which we 
have lately entered.” 

Stuart Chase, author and economist, 
predicted a “shift of accent from sav- 
ing to spending, from production to 
distribution, from vendibility to serv- 
iceability.” 

“Capitalism has outlived its func- 
tion though the wreckage will take 
many years to clear away,” he said. 

Dr. Charles E. Merriam, of the na- 
tional resources board, said earlier 
that through national economic plan- 
ning the people of the United States 
may enjoy a “fuller liberty” than 
they enjoy today.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—(#)— 
Henry T. Hunt, general counsel of 
PWA, reinterated today that barriers 
to municipal distribution of Tennes- 
see Valley Authority power would be 
removed, 

Hunt, who was associated with 
TVA counsel and attorneys for 14 
Alabama towns in litigation last week 
over purchase of TVA current and 
use of PWA money for distribution 
systems, said an adverse decision 
“ignored both the facts and the law.” 

He declined to comment on the pos- 
sibility that an appeal from the de- 
cision, made Friday by Federal Judge 
W. I. Grubb, in Birmingham, would 
be taken to the supreme court in ad- 
vance of a ruling by the circuit court 
of appeals at New Orleans.
